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The Child Care and Development Fund Program (CCDF) brings 
together four Federal Child Care Subsidy programs and allows states to design 
a comprehensive, integrated service delivery system to meet the needs of 
low-income working families. This fund assists low-income families and those 
transitioning off welfare to obtain child care so that they can work or 
attend training or education. Using data compiled from information received 
from Arkansas CCDF sites, this report provides statistical information on the 
children served and their households during fiscal year 1997-98. Statistics 
are presented in graphs and charts for student totals by county of residence 
and by program type, age, female-male ratio, race, household income, 
disabilities, percentage parent pays, eligibility categories, and student 
total by site. Eligible children are those under age 13 (or up to age 19, if 
disabled) , who reside with a family whose income does not exceed 85% of the 
State median income for a family of the same size, and reside with a parent 
who is working or attending a job-training or educational program, or are 
receiving protective services. A total of 3,215 children were served as 
reported from the CCDF sites, an increase of 171% from the 1996-97 fiscal 
year.

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Introduction 



The Child Care and Development Fund Program (CCDF) was authorized by the Personal 
Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, PL. 104-193. It brings 
together four Federal Child Care Subsidy programs and allows states to design a comprehen- 
sive, integrated service delivery system to meet the needs of low-income working families. 
Three programs, AFDC/JOBS Child Care, Transitional Child Care, and At-Risk of Welfare 
Dependency Child Care (formerly called Title IV-A Child Care), were repealed and all child 
care funding combined under the former Child Care and Development Block Grant (CCDBG) 
program. The CCDBG regulations applied to the combined Child Care and Development 
Fund when they corresponded with the statute. This fund assists low-income families and 
those transitioning off welfare to obtain child care so that they can work or attend training or 
education. Additionally, the Child Care and Development Fund sets aside a minimum of four 
percent of federal and state funds to improve the quality and availability of healthy and safe 
child care for all families. 

The program objectives are: (1) to allow each state maximum flexibility in developing child 
care programs and policies that best suit the needs of children and parents within each state; 
(2) to promote parental choice to empower working parents to make their own decisions on 
the child care that best suits their family’s needs; (3) to encourage states to provide consumer 
education information to help parents make informed choices about child care; (4) to assist 
states in providing child care to parents who are trying to achieve independence from public 
assistance; and (5) to assist states in implementing the health, safety, licensing, and registration 
standards established in state regulations. 

Eligible children are those under age 13 (or up to age 19, if disabled), who reside with a 
family whose income does not exceed 85% of the state median income for a family of the 
same size, and reside with a parent or parents who are working or attending a job-training or 
educational program; or are in need of, or are receiving protective services. Priority is given 
to service children in very low-income families and children with special needs. 

The data are compiled from information received from the CCDF sites. This statistical report 
provides information on the children served and their households during fiscal year 1997-98. 

A total of 3,215 children were served as reported from the CCDF sites compared to 1,187 
served by the CCDBG last year. This is an increase of 171%, or 2,028, from fiscal year 1996- 
97. Sites participating in this program increased during 1997-98 to 106 compared to 43 last 
year. Most of the students were served in nonprofit centers, 38.6%, and most were served in 
Pulaski County, 21.3%. Other counties immediately following Pulaski County in service were 
Clark, 5.9%; Washington, 5.5%; Sebastian, 5.2%; and Jefferson, 4.5%. Eighty-three percent 
of the children were scheduled for six or more hours of care. 

Most of the children were in single-parent households, 80.0%, and the heads of households 
were 88.8% female. Of the single-parent households, only 4.6% reported receiving child 
support, and only 9.0% reported receiving Temporary Employment Assistance. Seventeen 
percent of all households were in HUD housing and 45% were receiving food stamps. Other 
significant data are reported in the tables and charts that follow.
